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CAR PLOUGHS 
INTO FRONT 
OF COTTAGE 


A WOMAN watching television in 
the front room of her home had a 
lucky escape when a car careered 
off the road and smashed into the 
house. 

Jean Gifford (63) was sitting in her 
living room at about 11pm on Monday 
night when the Subaru Legacy ploughed 
through a wall and into the front of the 
cottage in Foster Street, Harlow, where 
she lives with husband Allan.

The front porch of the property was badly 
damaged as the car came to a halt just a few 
inches short of the living room wall. 

The driver of the vehicle escaped serious 
injury and fled the scene, leaving the stunned 
couple to survey the damage. 

“As it hit I saw sparks and smoke,” said Mrs 
Gifford. “At first I thought it was a plane 
because the bang was so loud. 

“I was shocked and didn’t know what to 


think. I daren’t go out there so I got up and 
called an ambulance but by then the person in 
the car had legged it.” 

The accident has led to fresh calls for 
tougher speeding restrictions along what has 
become a notorious rat-run for drivers 

Although it is unclear if the car was speed¬ 
ing at the time, Mrs Gifford said she and her 
neighbours are fed up with vehicles travelling 
at speeds of up to 80 mph along the road. 

“We can’t go on living like this,” she added.

A SEX offender who went 
to ground for five years 
after being released from 
jail has been sent back to 
prison for failing to report 
where he was living. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that Edward McLean, of 
Church End, Harlow, was ord¬ 
ered to sign the sex offenders’ 
register after an “appalling” col¬ 
lection of child pornography was 
found on his computer. 

He was jailed but released after 
serving half his sentence. Then, in 
January 2004, he left Harlow with¬ 
out telling police where he was 
going. 

Michael Fraser, prosecuting, told 
the court McLean lived rough in 
London before spending several 
months in Hemel Hempstead and 
then moving to Scotland in the sum¬ 
mer of 2004. 

Police made extensive inquiries, 
checking his National Insurance 
details, state benefits, financial, 
travel and medical records but all to 
no avail. 

“He effectively disappeared from 
the radar,” said Mr Fraser. “He has 
been unregistered for five and a half 
years.”

McLean’s mother through his birth 
certificate and she contacted him. 
On June 29 this year McLean hand¬ 
ed himself in to police in Lanark, 
Scotland, where he had been living. 

McLean, who admitted failing to 
comply with the notification 
requirements, was immediately 
recalled to serve the rest of his sen¬ 
tence. Hewill not be released until 
December 2011. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, representing 
McLean, said in mitigation that the 
reason why he failed to notify his 
change of address to the authorities 
was because it brought back memo¬ 
ries of what he had done. 

“Ostrich and sand come to mind,” 
said Mr Fitzbgibbon, who added 
that the defendant had not reoffend¬ 
ed since his release from prison. 

Judge David Turner told McLean 
he had ignored his obligation to tell 
the authorities of his whereabouts, 
adding that the sex offenders’ regis¬ 
ter was there to protect the public. 

The judge imposed a further nine 
month sentence but ordered that it 
should run at the same time as his 
current term.

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Council uses 
'spy' powers 
during five 
investigations 

HARLOW Council carried out 
covert surveillance operations 
five times last year. 

Officers were authorised to 
carry out observations as part 
of investigations into persistent 
graffiti, regular fly-tipping in a 
residential area, drug dealing 
and two neighbour disputes. 
One request to investigate fly¬ 
tipping was abandoned half¬ 
way through because it was 
found to be taking place on 
private land. 

The figures were released to 
the Star following reports that 
some councils have been 
abusing the Regulation of 
Investigatory Powers Act 
which was brought in nine 
years ago for preventing or 
detecting crime and disorder, 
public safety and protecting 
public health. 

Simon Carter, chairman of 
Harlow Council’s policy and 
resources committee, said: 

“We use these powers 
sparingly for covert 
surveillance and only when 
there is public support to 
tackle a particular issue. 

“The council has a policy for 
using surveillance and this was 
approved by the Surveillance 
Commissioner following a 
routine inspection in 2008. The 
inspection found that our 
processes and application of 
the act comply with RIPA 
which requires councils to 
have in place procedures which 
ensure that where required, 
surveillance is seen as 
necessary, proportionate and is 
properly authorised.” 

He added: “Most surveillance 
carried out by council officers 
is open and not hidden or 
secretive and therefore doesn’t 
require prior authorisation 
under the act.”

Firefighters on brink 
of industrial action 



Learning how to save lives 



LIFESAVING skills 
were put to the test 
when young adults were 
taught first aid as part 
of a national safety 
campaign.

FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow 
will start industrial action 
next week in protest at plans 
to make cuts to frontline staff 
and services unless last-ditch 
talks to avert the disruption 
succeed. 

Leaders of the Fire Brigades 
Union were meeting representa¬ 
tives of the Essex County Fire & 
Rescue Service yesterday after¬ 
noon (Wednesday) as the Star 
went to press. 

However, an earlier attempt to 
resolve the argument on Thursday 
collapsed after just 45 minutes. 

Although a full-scale strike is not 
on the cards, staff will refuse to work 
overtime, cover absences of more sen¬ 
ior ranks or work on their days off 
until the dispute between the Fire 
Brigades Union and Essex County 
Fire & Rescue Service management is 
settled. 

The row stems from the cash- 
strapped authority’s need to make 
efficiency savings in the wake of the 
recession, which could see one in 10 
frontline station-based firefighters 
lose their jobs. 

But the union claims the service 
should look at making cutbacks else¬ 
where, arguing that a proposed £5m

upgrade to the ECFRS computer sys¬ 
tem would be better spent on retaining 
frontline crews. 

Speaking before yesterday’s talks, 
Essex FBU chairman Keith Flynn 
said: “We had hoped to resolve the 
dispute by now but the fire authority 
keep finding excuses to avoid negoti¬ 
ating and have thus far refused our 
offer of a joint review that might 
reach an agreement. 

“If the money can be found to fund 
a multi-million pound increase in the 
IT budget then it must be found to pay 
for the 999 service.” 

But Chief Fire Officer David 
Johnson laid the blame for the stale¬ 
mate squarely on the FBU, which he 
accused of “immature behaviour”. 

“We are fed up with this, our work¬ 
force is fed up with this and I just 
wish the FBU would invest as much 
effort in resolving this matter as they 
do talking to the press,” he said. 

“We are happy to talk to the FBU 
about their concerns at any time but 
for us it will remain very much busi¬ 
ness as usual. 

“I would like to re-assure the pub¬ 
lic that they will continue to get the 
high level of service we, and our 
crews, are proud to provide to them.”

CD volunteers

T HINK of Harlow as it 
is today and the last 
thing you would 
conjure up is an image of it 
ever needing a well-oiled 
Civil Defence programme. 
But Rob Harknett has written in 
with memories of the time he 
was a member of the CD rescue 
platoon which served Harlow 
back in the 1960s. 

Regular readers of this page will 
remember the article a few weeks 
ago about the town’s team of three 
fully trained rescue workers and 36 
Civil Defence volunteers. 

A bomb shelter was situated below 
the Town Hall and the team was 
was equipped with sandbags, 
stirrup pumps, steel helmets and 
bandages in case they were called 
on to deal with a mass emergency 
Mr Harknett writes: “Our HQ was

at what is now the council social 
club. Weekly training sessions were 
held plus exercises at Danbury Park 
where there was a simulated 
bombed-out site. 

“Equipment was stored at the HQ 
and we also had a rescue lorry 
which was fully equipped. Tim 
Johnson was our training instructor 
and we used to put on displays at 
the Town Show. 


“Towards the end of the era we all 
resigned due to some problems 
with Town Hall officials. Most of 
us joined up with the Auxiliary Fire 
Service at Harlow fire station 
which at the time had only two 
members. 

“We had a Green Goddess at the 
fire station where training was 
given, plus we went to various 
centres for practical training. Both 
of the mentioned sections were also 
trained in first aid to Home Office 
standards by Red Cross instructors. 
Written and practical exams were 
sat at a centre in Chigwell were I 
passed my silver star and gold star 
in rescue, plus gold in first aid. 

“I also passed out as a fireman just 
before Civil Defence was disbanded 
and still have the uniform.”

Empty shops 

cash 'won't

A CASH grant to make use 
of empty shops and inject 
new life into the town cen¬ 
tre has received a luke¬ 
warm response.

Regen scheme 
for town centre 
'too sweeping' 

PLANS to regenerate the neglected north¬ 
ern end of Harlow town centre have come 
under fire from a group set up to protect 
the town’s heritage. 

Harlow Civic Society said the proposals 
did little to address the so-called “concrete 
collar” which isolates the town centre from 
surrounding neighbourhoods. 

It has also expressed disappointment at 
the proposed loss of landmark buildings 
and public spaces. 

Referring to developer Stockland’s 
desire to transform the town centre into a 
regional shopping centre comparable to 
Lakeside, the civic society claims the town 
does not have adequate infrastructure in 
place to support such a radical overhaul. 

However, it praises some aspects of the 
project, most notably the inclusion of addi¬ 
tional residential accommodation in the 
town centre and proposals to plant trees 
and greenery to enhance the environment. 

A statement released by the group this 
week stated: “We believe the present pro¬ 
posals are too sweeping and more of the 
existing buildings and features should be 
retained. 

“Much has been written in recent years 
about the fact that all town centres and 
high streets are alike. Removing landmark 
buildings and public spaces from Harlow 
town centre will only continue this unfor¬ 
tunate trend and is to be deplored and 
resisted.” 

Alternative suggestions put forward by 
the society include the creation of a new 
and improved route from the town centre 
to the Town Park and train station, the 
retention of architecturally significant 
buildings such as the Advice Centre, 
Harlow Playhouse and Harlow Library, 
and the removal of fixed market stalls from 
Market Square to create a public open 
space on non-market days. 

Public consultation on the plans comes 
to an end tomorrow (Friday).

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said the 
grant could be used on similar 
schemes throughout the town. 

“Boarded-up shops can under¬ 
mine business confidence but 
opening them up for other uses 
makes sense and thriving business¬ 
es often spring from these opportu¬ 
nities,” he added. 

The grant is part of a wider 
package of Government support 
for town centres which included 
the launch of a practical guide to 
help high street retailers combat 
the recession and measures to sup¬ 
port businesses and town centres.

A GRIM warning over the state 
of public finances has been 
sounded by Essex County 
Council. 

County Hall chiefs said if they 
do not take action now, the 
council could face a budget gap 
in the region of £50m in 
2010/11, rising to around £300m 
in 2013/14. 

It is looking at every part of its 
operation to reduce bureaucracy 
and back office processes in 
order to divert resources to 
frontline services. 

But it also said it is on target to 
meet the £200m it has pledged 
to save over the next three years. 
Council leader Lord 
Hanningfield said: “These 
forecasts need to act as a wake- 
up call to the entire public 
sector. Doing nothing is not an 
option. We must change and 
modernise if key public services 
are not to be reduced or simply 
cut altogether. 

“We are fortunate in Essex that 
we have identified the need for 
change and are embarked on a 
major programme of 
modernisation to continue to 
provide the very best services 
for residents.”

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Building work 
onwards 'will 
not increase 
infection risk' 

HOSPITAL chiefs have 
defended a decision to keep 
wards open while workmen 
fit double glazing after 
concerns were raised about 
safety. 

The Star was contacted by a 
relative worried that work 
being carried out at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
could spread hospital acquired 
infections such as MRSA and 
C-difficle. 

“It appears that in the 
geriatric ward builders and 
workman removed windows 
and window frames and 
worked around seriously ill 
patients who were left in the 
ward while these building 
works continued,” he said 
But a PAH spokesman said 
that while work is being 
carried out areas where there 
are patients, it is going on in 
bays away from them. 

“When the workmen finish in 
one bay, the patients are 
moved back and the next bay 
cleared to allow them to 
work,” he said. “The patients 
are not being worked around 
directly and we have ensured 
all infection control 
procedures are in place.” 

He added: “Because the 
hospital is busy we can’t close 
an entire ward. We are using 
this system because we 
thought it was the only way 
we can have the work 
completed while keeping the 
hospital functioning.” 

The programme of work is 
being carried out as part of a 
major investment project to 
replace single-glazed 
windows in the main hospital 
building.

A LORRY driver has been 
arrested after a young woman

Bolt from the blue

He was rushed to intensive care 
by air ambulance and has since made a full 
recovery, apart from feeling a bit bruised. 
According to experts, the odds of being 
struck by lightning are one in three million.

Defoe to sue 
police for car 
arrest 'error'

PREMIERSHIP footballer 
Jermain Defoe is to sue Essex 
Police for wrongful arrest 
and detention at Harlow 
Police Station last month. 

The Tottenham Hotspur striker 
was held in a cell for five hours 
on the morning of July 27 after 
officers pulled him over in near¬ 
by Loughton on suspicion of 
driving while disqualified. 

Although Mr Defoe (26) had been 
banned from driving for six months 
after being convicted for a speeding 
offence earlier that month, he was 
not breaking the law as his disquali¬ 
fication had been suspended pend¬ 
ing the outcome of an appeal. 

The police force blamed their 
mistake on incorrect information

held on the Police National 
Computer and apologised to the 
England hitman for his ordeal. 

But this week Mr Defoe’s solici¬ 
tor, Nick Freeman, said his client 
would sue Essex Police and donate 
any damages awarded to charity. 

“At the time the police were 
advised by Mr Defoe, and on no less 


than five occasions by my office, 
that he was not disqualified and that 
his detention was unlawful,” he said. 

“The problem arose as the conse¬ 
quence of an inputting error by 
Essex Police, which they have 
admitted and apologised for. This 
was compounded by their failure to 
accept our protestations that he was 
not disqualified. 

“This claim is about principle and 
not about money. Any damages my 
client is awarded will be donated to 
charity.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police 
said the force was currently con¬ 
ducting an internal investigation to 
determine the source of the 
inputting error which led to Mr 
Defoe’s arrest. 

“Essex Police is liaising with Mr 
Defoe’s legal team to ascertain the 
details of the claim,” she added. “It 
would be inappropriate to comment 
any further at this time.” 


Fresh appeal after cyclist's fatal crash 


POLICE have renewed theirappealed 
for witnesses to an accident in which 
a cyclist suffered fatal injuries. 

Douglas Davis (58) died after col¬ 
liding with with an articulated lorry 
on the A414 near Harlow at about 
7.30pm last Tuesday.

A passerby carried out first aid at 
the scene until paramedics arrived. 

Mr Davis, who lived in Ware, was 
taken to the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where he later died from his 
injuries. 


PC Gary Byrne, of the Hertford¬ 
shire Police crash investigation team 
said: “We are trying to determine the 
circumstances of this tragic collision 
and I am appealing to anyone who 
saw what happened to call me on 
0845 3300 222 as soon as possible.

WHETHER you're a seasoned animal carer or are 
thinking of getting a pet for the first time, make sure 
you do your research first and take the right steps to 
making the pet's life - and yours - as happy as 
possible. 

From a small reptile to a horse, pets need looking 
after and we have a duty to ensure they're given the 
best care and protection. Looking after pets is one 
way of teaching children to be more responsible and 
as an adult a pet can be company and an excuse to 
get out for a walk every day. 

The Animal Welfare Act states that anyone who is 
responsible for a pet also has the legal responsibility 
to meet what have been defined as the five basic 
welfare needs of their pets: 

# A proper diet, which includes fresh water 

# A suitable place to live 

# The need to live with, or away from, other animals 

# The ability to express normal behaviour for that 
animal 

# Protection and treatment from illness and injury. 

DOGS AND CATS 

Dogs are loyal and intelligent pets which can be great 
fun but they take a lot of looking after and their 
upkeep can be expensive. You'll need to have plenty 
of space for them to run around and time to devote 
to looking after them - it's not fair to have a dog if 
you are going to leave it alone all day. 

Dogs need to be properly trained and the RSPCA 
advises that they are microchipped for identity 
purposes, neutered and are taken to the vet regularly 
to have flea and worm treatments. This is on top of 
the daily care - feeding, walking and playing. 

Cats on the other hand are more independent souls. 
They do still need company though and can't be left 
alone for any long periods of time, although they 
don't mind if you go to work and leave them the run 
of the house. They are very clean pets and can be 
good, affectionate companions, although some can be 
fond of scratching the furniture with their claws and 
may have anti-social tendencies where they lash out 
if they don't want to be handled. 

Cats need the same as dogs: somewhere warm to 


sleep, places to roam (a large garden is ideal) food, 
drink and regular precautionary vet visits. It's 
advisable to have them neutered by the time they 
reach five months or so. Cats need the independence 
to come and go as they please so, if you have a cat, 
fit a cat flap so that they can be independent. 

SMALL PETS 

Hamsters, guinea pigs and gerbils are cute and fluffy 
pets but just because they are small it doesn't mean 
they need less looking after. They all have different 
needs too - a hamster cage isn't suitable for a gerbil, 
for example. Hamsters are territorial pets and like to 
like alone (except some dwarf versions which will live 
in pairs) and gerbils like to share their home with 
other gerbils. 

Gerbils and hamsters like to burrow and so need a 
constant supply of clean sawdust in their cage to use. 
Hamsters like a nesting box to hide in, too, while 
gerbils can make do with some kitchen roll to make 
into a bed. 

RABBITS 

Rabbits are usually kept outside in a hutch - this 
needs to be big enough for them to hop around in, 
and they need an outdoor enclosure to give them the 
opportunity to burrow and have some exercise. 

They need to be kept out of strong sunlight and cold 
wind, and preferably moved indoors when the weather 
gets too cold. Rabbits like companionship so always 
get two rabbits rather than one if you can and make 
time to pet your rabbit. Contrary to popular belief, 
it's not actually a good idea to put rabbits and guinea 
pigs together. 

GUINEA PIGS 

Guinea pigs are friendly pets and are easy to tame 
but they need a lot of regular attention. Long-haired 
guinea pigs need even more looking after. They need 
to be kept with other guinea pigs in a weatherproof 
hutch that gives them room to run around. They also 
need daily exercise, like rabbits, so an outdoor 
enclosure is ideal. Long haired guinea pigs have to be 
brushed every day.

INGLOURIOUS BASTERDS 
certificate 18, time 2h32m 


ONCE upon a time in Nazi- 
occupied France. So begins 
Quentin Tarantino’s long-mooted 
war opus, a blood-soaked 
fairytale divided into five hefty 
chapters. 

For most of the vengeful characters 
in Inglourious Basterds, there is no 
happy ever after. The body count is 
staggeringly high and almost nobody 
reaches the end credits unscathed. 
However, Tarantino’s distinctive 
vision does end on an upbeat note 
as it plays loose and fast with 
historical fact, particularly with 
regards to the Third Reich, and 
splices genres to dizzying effect. 

The sharp mood swings - from the 
edge-of-seat nerves of the opening 
segment to the grisly humour which 
heralds the arrival of Brad Pitt’s 


gung-ho avenger - take a little time 
to get used to. And Tarantino 
certainly takes his time, rather 
indulgently allowing his pulpy fiction 
to unspool over the course of two- 
and-a-half hours. 

Thankfully, this is a return to form 
and is blessed with an Oscar-worthy 
supporting performance from 
Christoph Waltz as sadistic German 
officer Colonel Hans Landa who 
ignites the opening chapter as he 
interrogates a farmer suspected of 
harbouring Jewish families. 

Dozens of men, women and 
children perish in the subsequent 
bloodbath but one young woman, 
Shosanna (Melanie Laurent), 
escapes and reinvents herself as a 
cinema owner in Paris where she 
plots her revenge. 

Meanwhile, British Lieutenant Archie 
Hicox (Michael Fassbender) goes 
undercover to assassinate Hitler 
(Martin Wuttke) during a film 
premiere at Shosanna’s cinema, 
aided by leading lady Bridget von 
Hammersmark (Diane Kruger). 


Simultaneously, a gang of Jewish- 
American renegades led by 
Lieutenant Aldo Raine (Pitt) plots to 
kill the upper echelons of the Third 
Reich with a single attack. Operation 
Kino must succeed; the price of 
failure for the rest of Europe is 
unthinkable. 

Inglourious Basterds is a stylish and 
blackly-humorous escapade only let 
down by the disjointed structure and 
Tarantino’s reluctance to edit more 
judiciously. 

The picture unfolds in fits and spurts, 
energised by Waltz’s scintillating 
portrayal of evil and by the directorial 
brio, particularly in the explosive 
finale. Pitt is forgettable in a quirky 
supporting role, while Mike Myers 
enjoys a cameo as a doddering 
British general and Samuel L 
Jackson adds an unnecessary 
voiceover. 

The violence is graphic but used 
sparingly. If the writer-director had 
just scalped his own vision by at 
least 30 minutes, this might have 
been his masterpiece.

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Peugeot's little big car 


Peugeot’s improved 207 
is the latest in a long 
dynasty of successful 
small cars from the 
French marque. Steve 
Walker reports 

P EUGEOT has a strong track 
record when it comes to 
super minis. The 205 started it 
all off in 1983 and things got even 
better 15 years later with the 206, a 
car that was to sell over five 
million units worldwide. 

Then, in 2006 the onus fell on the 
model we’re looking at here, the 
207, now improved with what 
Peugeot promise is a range of 
small but significant detail 
enhancements. 

The design of this car is based 
around the family face that’s now 
common across the Peugeot range, 
with the large grille and elongated 
front light clusters creating a front 
end that grins manically. The 
striking and sporty look, which 
was designed in-house by 
Peugeot’s own stylists, has divided 
opinion but you can’t accuse 
Peugeot of treading a conservative 
path. 

Peugeot is offering a choice of five 
petrol and three diesel engines. 

The petrol models offered are a 1.4- 
litre 8-valve unit producing 75bhp, 
a 1.4-litre VTi variable valve 
timing unit with 95bhp, a 1.6-litre 
VTi giving out 120bhp, plus 150 and 
175bhp 1.6-litre turbo options. 

The diesel offerings are all second 
generation common-rail high- 
pressure direct injection 
power plants and start with a 1.4- 
litre HDi producing 70bhp. This is 
followed by a 1.6-litre HDi 16-valve 
delivering 90bhp and a range¬ 
topping version of the same 
engine with a variable geometry 
turbocharger producing llObhp. 
The 207 is a hefty vehicle tipping 
the scales at nearly 1,300kg. In the 
1.4-litre VTi car, the 0-60mph 
sprint takes 12.8s and the top 
speed is 115mph. The advantage of 
the Peugeot’s mass is its 
composure and that all important 
big car feel out on the road.

It’s an unhurried, comfortable car 
to drive that’s great on longer 
journeys and takes to twisty back 
roads with relish thanks to its 
well-judged suspension. As long as 
you don’t expect too much pace 
from the overworked smaller 
engines, the 5-speed gearbox is the 
only real drawback. The slack 
action isn’t what you want in a 
nimble supermini and it lets the 
rest of the driving package down a 
bit. 

The 207 represented a big 
improvement for Peugeot in terms 
of perceived quality and the latest 
versions aim to enhance that 
reputation. The materials in the 
cabin look and feel sturdy with no 
obvious flaws in terms of the way 
they all fit together. The lower 
specification models lack some of 
the fancy detailing you get as you 
ascend the range but the interior 



seats, each of which can 
accommodate a child’s Isofix car 
safety seat. 

Running a 207 is unlikely to cost 
the earth, thanks to its array of 
advanced engine technology 
Impressively, all the diesel engines 
score better than 60mpg on the 
combined cycle. That includes the 
punchy llObhp 1.6HDI. The two 
less powerful oil-burners also 
manage an admirable 117g/km of 
CO 2 emissions and there’s the 
Economique model which gets 
over 74mpg. The 175bhp engine 
from the GTi is the least 
environmentally sound but 39mpg 
and 171g/km is hardly an 
ecological disaster. 

Today’s models feature a gear 
change indicator light which 
prompts the driver to change gear 
at the most efficient times. There 
are also a number of modifications 
that have been made to boost 
aerodynamic performance and 
reduce rolling resistance. 

As a capable supermini all- 
rounder covering all the important 
bases, the Peugeot 207 looks good 
but with the smaller-engined cars 
you do find yourself wishing for a 
bit more power to make the most 
of what is a highly accomplished 
chassis. The gearbox and 
distinctive frontal styling 
notwithstanding, the Peugeot is 
hard to fault and it makes a great 
choice for buyers seeking a safe, 
well-equipped and affordable 
supermini. One of the more 
powerful diesel engines is probably 
the ideal pick. 

Overall, Peugeot’s 207 continues to 
combine striking looks with high 
levels of comfort and refinement. 
It’s a substantial vehicle and a 
good option for buyers who need 
their supermini to perform a 
varied role. 


of a 207 is generally a pleasant 
place to be. 

The latest cars benefit from 
revised instrument panels 
designed to give a more modern 
feel and some upgraded trim 
materials. Rear legroom is not as 
good as in some rivals, although 
there’s compensation in the shape 
of a 310-litre boot capacity 
The styling themes that have 
gradually rolled out across the 
Peugeot model range are nothing if 
not distinctive and as with 
anything so wilfully out of the 
ordinary, the look of the 207 may 
not be to everyone’s taste. 

For the uninitiated, the 207’s main 
distinguishing features are those 
elongated headlamps that stretch 
back from the nose into the front 
wings and the huge grinning grille 
below, its teeth braced by a dark 
central bumper. The current 
models have slight revisions to the 
front end the most obvious being 
the relocation of the fog lights, on 


models which have them, to 
independent slots cut into the 
bumper. They were previously 
mounted on the side of the grille. 
Around the back, things are less 
extrovert but the overall look has 
real purpose about it. The LED 
rear light clusters could be the 
highlight and, from any angle, it’s 
immediately obvious you’re 
looking at a Peugeot 207. 
Equipment levels? Well, the 
options range from the basic 
Urban model through S and Sport 
to the plush SE premium, the 
green Economique and the pacey 
GT and GTi models. Buyers can 
choose from 3-door and 5-door 
hatchbacks, SW estates and CC 
convertibles with an SW Outdoor 
model also offered that looks a bit 
like a 4x4. 

Air-conditioning is available in 
two specifications, dual zone 
manual or automatic. In addition, 
the car can be equipped with a 
fragrance diffuser which is 


discreetly incorporated into the 
fascia panel and dispenses one of 
seven selectable fragrances to 
keep the interior of your 207 
smelling sweetly. 

This is a reassuringly high-tech 
car and even the lower-spec 
derivatives come well equipped. 
Recent additions to the range 
include remote controlled window 
closure, one-touch indicators and 
the Peugeot Connect 
entertainment system with a USB 
interface and Bluetooth 
compatibility.

Safety has been designed into the 
207 from the outset. The car’s front 
end contains two impact 
absorption structures borrowed 
from the 407 that distribute impact 
energy more efficiently in the 
event of a collision. Sill 
reinforcements and tubular bars in 
the doors aid structural rigidity. 
Numerous airbags are installed in 
the 207 and the front two ‘adaptive’ 
airbags have a dual-generator 
function that can vary their 
pressures according to the severity 
of the impact. Side airbags and 
curtain airbags also feature as 
standard or as an option, 
depending on the model level. All 
207s are fitted with two 3-point 
Isofix mountings in the rear outer

W ITH 12 million Ford 
Fiestas already sold 
across the world, the 
latest model has a lot to 
live up to - and it’s been carefully 
designed to succeed. 

It’s lighter, yet stiffer, greener and 
cheaper to run. It’s also safer and 
better to drive even than the Mazda2 
supermini, with which it shares a 
common platform. 

This car represents Ford’s future - in 
more ways than one. 

So, climb in: what’s the experience 
like? 

Well, the first thing you’ll probably 
notice is that there’s nowhere to put 
your key, Ford having switched to one 
of those trendy (but rather pointless) 
‘Power’ buttons which you press to 
start. 

It’s easier to get comfortable at the 
wheel than it was in the old car thanks 
to the improved seating and 
rake/reach wheel adjustment. 

Peace of mind comes with the news 
that this is the first Ford small car to 
feature a driver’s knee airbag, along 
with side airbags and optional curtain 
airbags. 

Engine choices start with the familiar 
60PS 1.25-litre and 90PS 1.4-litre 
Duratec petrol units. Also carried over 
is the old, frugal, if rather leisurely 
68PS 1.4-litre TDCi. Above this level, 
things start to get a bit more 
interesting. 

Ford has been doing a bit of work on 
the old model’s 90PS 1.6-litre TDCi 
Duratorq engine with the result that 
you can now order it in ECOnetic 
form, in which it emits just 99g/km of 
CO 2 , making it exempt from UK road 
fund duty Other superminis look like 
lumbering 4x4s in comparison. 


At the other end of the scale, Ford is 
keen to reassure driving enthusiasts 
that it hasn’t forgotten them either, 
with the introduction of a 120PS 1.6- 
litre T-VCT petrol powerplant that 
makes 60mph in 9.9 seconds, used in 
plusher models that include the sporty 
Zetec-S. 

Trim levels start with Studio, rising 
through Style and Style + to the low 
running cost ECOnetic model. Zetec, 
as before, is expecting to be popular, 
likely to account for around 35 per 
cent of sales, while sporty drivers get 
the 3-door-only Zetec-S, offered either 
with 1.6-litre TDCi diesel power or the 
1.6-litre Duratec Ti-VCT petrol unit. 

At the top of the range, Titanium 
variants are specced up like Christmas 
trees but retail at the kind of money 
which would buy you a significantly 
larger car. Less, as so often, is more. 
Anyway, even entry-level Fiestas come 
with ABS, front, side and knee 
airbags, a CD player, central locking 
and electric mirrors. There are nice 
touches, too: we particularly liked the 
EasyFuel cap-less refuelling. 

This Fiesta may not be the largest car 
in the supermini sector, but on just 
about every other main criterion it’s 
either up there or class-leading, which 
makes a change from the relative 
mediocrity of the previous generation 
model. 

It at last has cutting-edge looks and a 
decent cabin, plus the ECOnetic 
version shows other makers how 
green a compact yet practical 
runabout like this can be. 

Overall, a pragmatic mix between 
tried and tested elements that are cost- 
effective and shiny new details that gel 
extremely well. Small car buyers 
simply can’t ignore this car.

The main worry for Anstead must be at 
the back.
